III. Claim 122, drawn to a field emitter electron source, classified in class 250, subclass 
423F. 

IV. Claims 123-137, drawn to a cantilever having a control electrode for a scanning 
probe device, classified in class 250, subclass 306. 

V. Claims 138-145, drawn to a method for preparing a cantilever for a scanning probe 
microscope, classified in class 156, subclass 458. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I, II, HI, IV and V are distinct, each of the inventions I, II, III, IV and V recites 
the limitations not recited in the other invention. The differing limitations make the inventions I, 
II, III, IV and V patentably distinct from one another, i.e., a reference that anticipates or makes 
obvious one of the inventions I, II, III, IV and V would not by itself anticipate or make obvious 
the other invention.
